them which are in Chrift Feſus,who walk nut af: cr the Fleſh, but 
after the Spirit ;, and D114 ſaid,, I ba « van Thoughts, but 
ty Law do ]'igve; ye arealwayes confelling that you are all in 


Sin, and polluted from the Crown of the Head to the Sole of 
the Foot, and in Sin ye continue, never knowing Deliverance; 
not coming to Victory, alwayes under Satan's Power, keep- 
ing People in a State of Condemnation, periwading tnem in 
that State they muſt remain while they are im this Life, | 
Now Sin deftroyes the bow of Rs if in Sin they conti- 
| ,, nuetiey periſh eternally ; for the Wages of Sin 
Rom. 6.23. DN ; Tf you in this Unbelief SY, and 
yiild your ſelves Servants ts Sin, hu Servants ye are to whom ye 
obey; ſoif you ſerve the Devil, and do his Y Vork, you muſt 
bave your Reward with him in utter Darkne(s forever ; and if 
People believe you, and fin while they are here, they muſt 
With you be turned into Hell,the Reward of all that forgetGod. 
So this is a Warning from the Lord through me his +ervant 
unto you, who are blind Guides, to return unto the Light, to 
ſearch your Hearts by it, that ye may ſce the Deceit that lodge 
eth in you, and repent, and forſake the Evil of y9ur Wayes, 
before the Lord bring upon you ſwift Deftruction, and ſweep 
you away with the Bf >me of his VVrath, for ye grieve his 
Spirit Day by Day ; and although he ſpare you, and be flow to 
Anger, he will not acquit the wicked, but upon you who are

out of that Spirit they werein; for they are made manifeſt to 
be all.in Tranſgreſſion, for by the Spirit of the World they are . 
led, which leads them into Sin daily, yet preaching and praying, 
pretending to worſhip God; but in this Spirit. from whence 
theſe Fruits proceed God is not worſhipped, neither did any 
ever come toreceive the Knowledge of God, whileſt by this 
Spirit they were led, nor come to be reconciled to God ; hut 
as Judgment comes to pals upon this Spirit,and as the Fruit-thar 
by it was brought forth comes to be conſumed by the Spirit of 
Burning ; ſo aginſt this Spirit from whence Unrighteouſneſs,

they having received from God the Knowledge of his Will, 
they declare unto People, according to the Gift chey have re- 
ceived, what they have ſcen, taſted and felt of the Mercy, 
Love and Goodn:ls of God, and knowing that Go1'fs a righ- 
teous Judg2, an1 will not acuit the V Vicked, but give every 
one a Reward according to their Doings, and having felt the 
Terrovs of the Lord for Sin, p:riwade People to turn from I- 
niquity, and to ſerve the Lord in Newveſs of Life, in which 
his Peace and Bl-ſſi.ig comes to be enjoyed; fo as People come

not able to.dircct others; yet theſe unjuſt Men take your Mo. 
ney., and you arc alſo unwiſe who have ſet ſuch Men to work, 
and given them Wages, but the Work is undone, the weighty 
Adatters that concern Salvation and eternal Life you are ignorant 
of, the firſt Principle of pure Religion you know not, your Houſe 
#u not upon the Rock, your Faith uu not a living Faith, ſo you are 
ſoon ſhaken and removed with the windy Doltrines of Men, and
